4,508 tons—of pills. 

This initiative ad¬ 
dresses a vital public 
safety and public health 
issue.

Rates of 
prescription drug abuse 
in the U.S. are alarming¬ 
ly high, as are the num¬ 
ber of accidental poison¬ 
ings and overdoses due 
to these drugs.

1. Knowledge- it is crucial that the candidate know the laws listed above 
associated with this position in order to effectively enforce and execute them 
within the County. Improper enforcement of these laws could lead to lawsuits 
that can cost the County millions of dollars. Candidates must also have a working 
knowledge of them so that he can give advice to the Deputies that work under his 
supervision and also to citizens when they call in for information. The candidates 
must also be able to manage and develop a budget in excess of $500,000 and the 
ability to write and secure grants for equipment and personnel issues. The ability 
to perform many other responsibilities associated with the office of Sheriff.

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Time running out to 
apply for a KY elk hunt 

Hunters interested in 
entering this year’s elk 
hunt drawing have until 
midnight (EST) April 30 
to buy applications. Hunt¬ 
ers can apply online at 
the department’s website, 
fw.ky.gov. 

Kentucky residents 
and non-residents are eli¬ 
gible to apply for four per¬ 
mit types but can only be 
drawn for one. Each appli¬ 
cation costs $10. 

Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife will issue 700 
general quota hunt per¬ 
mits and 10 youth permits 
this year through a random 
computer drawing con¬ 
ducted in early May by the 
Kentucky Commonwealth 
Office of Technology. Re¬ 
sults will be available to 
applicants on the depart¬ 
ment’s website May 15. 

Sixty-four percent 
of bull elk hunters using 
a gun last year enjoyed 
a successful hunt and 48 
percent of hunters utiliz¬ 
ing archery equipment 
successfully harvested a 
bull. The success rate for 
cow archery hunters was 
28 percent last year and 47 
percent among hunters us¬ 
ing a firearm for cow elk. 

The season limit of 
250 bulls and 450 cow 
elk is unchanged from last 
year, as is the allotment 
among tag types. 

Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife will issue 150 
firearms permits and 100 
archery/crossbow permits 
for bulls; 290 firearms 
permits and 160 archery/ 
crossbow permits for cow 
elk. 

Demand is greatest 
for the bull firearms per¬ 
mit and lowest for the cow 
archery hunts. 

The bull archery/ 
crossbow season opens 
in September. The bull 
elk firearms seasons are 
spread over two separate, 
weeklong hunts in Octo¬ 
ber while the cow elk fire¬ 
arms seasons are split into 
two weeklong hunts, both 
in December. 

Hunters ages 15 and 
younger also can apply for 
the youth-only quota hunt 
during the same applica¬ 
tion period as the gen¬ 
eral elk quota hunt draw¬ 
ing. They may apply for 
the general quota elk hunt 
drawing as well, but can¬ 
not be drawn for both in 
the same year. 

A landmark restora¬ 
tion effort re-established 
an elk herd in the state’s 
scenic southeastern region 
and created one of the 
most sought-after hunt¬ 
ing opportunities east of 
the Rocky Mountains. 
Kentucky’s elk herd is the 
largest east of the Rocky 
Mountains and more than 
all the states east of the 
Mississippi River com¬ 
bined. The elk restoration 
zone in southeast Ken¬ 
tucky covers 16 counties 
and more than 4 million 
acres.

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There Is No Substitute for Experience 

For the past twelve years, at the beginning of my shift, I snap on a duty 
belt equipped with handcuffs, a radio, a baton, a Taser and a .40 caliber Glock pistol 
with two spare magazines with fifteen rounds of ammunition each. I also strap on a 
bulky bullet proof vest which, contrary to its description, is merely bullet resistant 
but yet provides some protection as well as peace of mind. Before walking out my 
door I conduct the most important pre-shift activity; I give my wife and children 
hugs and kisses and tell them I love them as this could be the last time I get to do so. 
Granted any one of us could leave our homes on the most routine of errands and fail 
to return safely; my job presents challenges that come at a greater risk than a trip to 
the grocery store. I am a peace officer and have earned the title. 

My law enforcement career began in January of 2006 with the Augusta 
Police Department where I became a sworn peace officer at the age of 21. After a 
brief in-agency training period I was assigned to night shift, issued a police cruiser 
and released on patrol to respond to calls for assistance on my own. Although I was 
scheduled to attend basic training at the Department of Criminal Justice Training 
in Richmond, KY, that training wasn’t scheduled until October, some several 
months later. At the time, an ambitious 21 year old, I was blind with an abundance 
of confidence that obscured the danger that could, and would, present itself. My 
lack of knowledge would test my ability to perform my job in a safe and ethical 
manner. 

Twelve years later, now employed as a deputy sheriff for the Bracken 
County Sheriff’s Office, I have received continued annual training in addition to 
the nearly eight-hundred hours of training I received while attending the DOCJT 
Academy. Knowing what I know now, considering the lack of training, the fact that 
I survived without injury or unknowingly infringing upon someone’s civil rights is 
a humbling experience. One cannot cut corners on education and training when life 
and property are in the balance. I believe very strongly you would agree with me 
making that statement. You would not feel comfortable nor allow an inexperienced, 
untrained surgeon to perform a simple medical procedure on yourself and so would 
I be wrong in assuming that you would exhibit the same state of mind towards an 
untrained peace officer assigned with protecting you from the evils of the world 
scratching at your door steps? Would you feel comfortable entrusting and providing 
an untrained peace officer private information during the course of an investigation? 
Would it not be considered foolhardy for an untrained, inexperienced peace officer 
to investigate and question a victim of a sensitive, heinous crime? What about a less 
severe crime? Is there a line to be drawn that separates what crimes are considered 
acceptable to be investigated by trained peace officers and those that are not trained? 
Absolutely not. 

Let’s talk liability. What is liability? Webster defines liability as, ‘the state 
of being responsible for something, especially by law’. The very nature of policing 
requires officers to interact with the general public, exhibit problem-solving skills, 
while being polite and professional at the same time all the while possessing a vast 
knowledge of an individual’s civil rights as not impose upon them. Peace officers 
deal with an array of issues that require immediate action all the while deploying 
de-escalation techniques to gain control of any situation, often times encountering 
uncooperative individuals that are not pleased by our presence. To a person who 
lacks police training, they may view a situation and develop a solution that appears 
‘cut and dry’. In reality that ‘cut and dry’ solution may violate an individual’s civil 
rights that will inevitably result in a law suit being brought against the officer along 
with his employer. Supreme Court rulings has uncovered an irrefutable link between 
the lack of police training and liability. 

On May 22 of this year voters in Bracken County will cast their vote for the 
candidates seeking election for the offices of judge executive, county clerk, circuit 
clerk, magistrate, jailer, constable and sheriff. Each elected office plays an integral 
role in the effective operation and decision making processes for Bracken County. 
Each candidate for those offices should exhibit the proper knowledge, training and 
moral character to adequately run his or her office. Many respectable candidates 
have filed for these offices including the office of sheriff. 

In regards to the office of sheriff, I have been battling internal conflict as 
to whether or not to voice my opinion publicly. We live in a society where opinions 
can act as daggers and friendships can easily be lost. I feel it has become necessary 
to express my continued support for our current sheriff, Howard Niemeier. I also 
feel it necessary to add that I will not consider being employed by an untrained and 
inexperienced sheriff who lacks the knowledge of criminal law and ability to lead. 
If one would deem it dangerous for a new officer to be allowed to patrol the streets 
without training would it not be a far greater risk to allow the highest ranking peace 
officer in the county to control an entire police agency with expectations to make 
critical decisions? 

Sheriff Niemeier has brought an immense amount of leadership and 
knowledge to the Bracken County Sheriff’s Office. At the beginning of his first term 
he immediately incorporated policy and procedures (written directives designed 
to influence and determine all major decisions and actions, and all activities take 
place within the boundaries set by them) that ultimately paved the way for a much 
more efficient and competent police agency, not to mention bringing the office 
into compliance with state law. In addition, deputies were held to a higher level of 
accountability and performed their duties much more proactively and effectively. 
As of this past year (2017) overall crime has decreased 62% from the first year 
Sheriff Niemeier took office (2011). 

Sheriff Niemeier also implemented the Citizens Police Academy, created 
the Salute program within local schools, Shop with a Sheriff, assisted in the 
development of the Bracken County School Resource Officer program, and has 
applied for and been awarded numerous financial grants that has provided much 
needed equipment to the sheriff’s office at a substantial cost savings to the county 
and county tax payers. The leadership qualities and knowledge Sheriff Niemeier 
has placed into action while serving as your sheriff was attained through years of 
training and on-the-job experience he has received throughout his career. In this 
sometimes chaotic world in which we live, where laws are ever changing and human 
morality takes a back seat to lust and greed, in regards to a peace officer, there is no 
substitute for experience. Period. 

In closing, I encourage all citizens, regardless of their participation in the 
upcoming election on May 22, to support the only candidate who is qualified to be 
your sheriff; Howard Niemeier.
